From the other pole came 
Nietzsche saying, “It is all,up 
with priests and gods when man 
becomes scientific.” From our 
own time is the statement by 
the almost 
Schweitzer, from his hospital 
deep in the African jungle, that 
the present epoch, which has 
produced two world wars and 
which may see the end of civ- 
ilization, began in 1820 when the 
German philosopher Hegel wrote, 
“What is rational is real, an 
what is. real is rational.” 

And, to be sure, some of the 
clergy through the years have 
resisted not -merely science, but 
medicine and sanitation, if it in 
any way seemed to come between 
them and their influence over 
people. 


Suffering 


In the days before medical sci- 
ence made any real progress, 
particularly the period before 
and immediately after the Civil 
War in our country, there is no 
doubt but what ill health con- 
tributed to a more pervasive re- 
ligious influence. 

The life expectancy was then 
not above 40 years. Lack of sani- 
tation, refrigeration and an al- 
most complete ignorance of per- 
sonal and community hygiene, 
made the prevailing state of 
health uncertain. Suffering and 
death were constantly near. 
There were great plagues of yel- 
low fever, smallpox, tuberculo- 
sis, cholera and malaria. Whole 
communities fled before some of 
these plagues. 

It was a time of invalids, of 
“delicate’ young women, of 
mothers struggling with undiag- 
nosed ailments and mourning 
frequent loss of children. 

In this period the awful pres- 
ence of a vengeful Old Testa- 
ment God dominated the preach- 
ing. Relief from frequent sorrow 
and death was obtained in what 
came to be called “The Chris- 
tian fellowship of suffering.” 

Later it began to be learned 
that many mothers and children 
‘died or were made invalids by 
doctors: whose hands and instru- 
nients were not clean at the time 
of attendance on birth and who 
were not well trained in the oc- 
casional difficult use of obstetri- 
cal instruments. 

Medical science made hospitals 
more effective. Later on new 
drugs appeared to check or cure 
many of the killer plagues. Sal- 
varsan came to the rescue of 
syphilitics. Vaccination and san- 
itation halted cholera, yellow 
‘fever, smallpox and other 
scourges. In later years the sul- 
phas and mould-type drugs, such 
as penicillin, all but wiped out 
the great killer pneumonia, and 
eliminated much of the fear of 
yet other unusually f*tal ail- 
ments. 


They Began To See 


Men ani women began to see 
that science was removing the 
old belief of a harsh and venge- 
ful God. 

In this transition there were 
clerical voices loudly raised 
against the scientist. It was a 
curious reactio since if was as 
easy, perhaps easier, to have 
given to the Creator all credit 
for having made available in 
nature and te mind of man the 
new drugs and techniques. 

All of which is a sort of prel- 
ude to a retent experience at 
Qak Ridge, Tenn. and _ the 
atomic plant there. Dr. Wil- 
liam G. Pollard, executive direc- 
tor of the Oak Ridge Institute 
of Nuclear Studies, one of the 
nation’s distinguished nuclear 
scientists, and a man whose every 
hour is busy, is, at the age of 
40, finding time for ~ idy lead- 
ing to becoming an Episcopal 
minister. 

“Doctor,” I said, “this is none 
of my business, but I would like 
to ask a personal question, for 
which I apologize. Has your ex- 
' perience with science and par- 
ticularly that of the bomb, had 
anything to do with this de- 
cision?” 

“I’ve never thought of it in 
that light,” he said. “I have al- 
ways been interested in my 
church. When we came here 
there was none. I thought we 
should have one and helped or- 
ganize it. I suppose this experi- 
ence in discovering the need for 
the church in a community did 
contribute to the decision and 
therefore, in an indirect sense, 
the bomb had an effect. But not 
directly. I had no’ rationalization 
of that sort growing out of the 
work.” _ 

There is a moral here, and I 
leave it for the gentle reader to

Mrs. Garnet N. Gabriel, 55, wife 


of a well-known Atlanta insur- 
ance executive, Monday was as- 
saulted and garroted to death with 
a man’s necktie at her home on 
Brockett Road in Tucker, DeKalb: 
County police said. 

Gabriel, insurance company) 
claims superintendent, and neigh- 
bors, Mr. and Mrs, A. P. Clemons, 
discovered the body stuffed be- 
hind the furnace in the basement.

Her body was 
found about 8:15 p. m. and a 
Tucker physician said she appar- 
ently had been dead about four 
hours, DeKalb Coroner 5S.

He said the 
shoes which Mrs. Gabriel cus- 
tomarily wore while doing house- 
work were missing, indicating she 
was slain in the yard and her body, 
later moved to the basement.

AUTOPSY 


Immediately after the discovery, 
the body was removed to Grady 
Hospital for an autopsy to deter- 
mine the time and cause of death. 
Christian declared the prelimin- 
ary medical examination “left no 
doubt” that she had been ‘as- 
saulted. 

Investigators said Mrs. Gabriel’s 
purse was missing, along with the 
shoes and parts of her clothing. 
They said Mrs. Gabriel’s hands 
were streaked with dirt, indicat- 
ing a struggle. 

Two patrolmen were stationed 
at the Gabriel home to preserve 
any clues which might have been 
left on the grounds. Christian 


said a thorough search of the 
grounds would be made Tuesday 
morning.’ . 

Two other patrolmen were sta- 
tioned at the home of a Negro 
suspect. DeKalb Chief Hoyt Sut- 
ton said the Negro borrowed $12 
from his employer early Monday 
and then failed to report for work.

FORT DIX, N. J., Aug. 20—(AP)—A jet training plane, 
fighting for altitude, roared into a truck full of soldiers at 


the edge of McGuire Air Base 
injuring 22, 

The plane bounced off the 
truck and plowed on into a woods, 
where the ground soldiers had 
been training. Both the truck and) 
the plane caught fire and burned) 
fiercely. 

The tired soldiers were just’ 
starting back to Fort Dix for} 
supper. As they climbed into the 
truck they saw the plane bedring 
down on them at tremendous 
speed: Before they could jump 
clear; it plowed into them, show- 
ering the truck with blazing jet 
fuel. 


50 SOLDIERS 


Army authorities said the two 
Air Force officers in the plane 
were killed instantly. Eight Gls 
on the ground died in the crash. 
Of the 20 injured, 16 were treated 
at the post hospital for minor 
burns and injuries and released. 
The other four were detained, 
three of them in critical condition. 

More than 50 soldiers were in 
the group around the truck in a 
clearing of the woods where the 
Ninth Division has an outdoor 
training school. They had just 
finished the day’s work. Somé had 
gotten into the truck. Others were 
standing nearby.

TOKYO, Aug. 21—(UP)— 
The Communists rushed thou- 
sands of reinforcements to- 
ward the newly blazing Ko- 
rean front Tuesday while in 
the eastern sector South Ko- 
reans drove steadily north- 
ward in bloody hand-to-hand 
combat. | 

An Eighth Army spokesman 
said enemy resistance was “slack- 
ening” in the eastern sector as 
result of a relentless three-day 
pounding from allied air, Navy 
and artillery and the hard fight- 
ing Roks. Several contested hills . 
are “near capture,” he said. 


The war erupted all across the 
mountainous front. The North 


Koreans and Chinese fought des- 
perately from their deeply dug 
bunkers and foxholes, using hand 
grenades, mortars and automatic 
weapons, :

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Polities—Not Peace—Is Their Aim 


The report of the eight Republicans on 
Far Eastern policies is calculated to salt 
the very wounds the full MacArthur in- 
vestigating committee was trying to soothe 
when it voted against issuing a formal re- 
port on the hearings to the Senate. 

Under the leadership of Senator Rus- 
sell, of Georgia, the full committee voted 
last week against a report in the correct 
belief it would serve no purpose other than 
to reopen the bitter feud resulting from the 
dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. It 
was decided to allow individual reports 
and it is in this category that the Repub- 
lican blast falls. 

The Republican criticism is directed 
chiefly at the 1952 campaign. But it is 
doubtful that the country again will be- 
come deeply aroused. Testimony before 
the investigating committee, all of which 
was made public except that which might 
adversely affect national security, clearly 
revealed that the fundamental issue in the 
matter of General MacArthur was civilian 
control vs. military control of foreign 
policy. And General MacArthur, both in 
the hearings and in his speeches since, has 
shown himself to be impatient of civilian 
authority. 

Pursuit of the military policies advo- 
cated by General MacArthur, and now by 
the eight Republican critics, not only would 
bl4st any chance that there may be a set- 
tlement in Korea, but almost surely would 
lead to a third world war. The Repub- 
lican premise is based on the false assump- 
tion, as was General MacArthur’s, that the 
United Nations objective in Korea is mili- 


tary. It is, on the dontrany, political. We. 
have defeated an aggressor and now are_ 
giving him a chance to restore the peace on 
reasonable terms. To do otherwise would 
force him to fight to the end, eventually 
dragging the whole world into another 
conflict. 

What the Republicans are proposing in 
effect is that a third world war be risked 
for the sake of their own‘political ends. 

It is significant that the, report comes 
fram only eight Republicans and already 
has been disavowed by some who are more 
temperate and farsighted. Senator Salton- 
stall issued a letter of his own in which he 
mildly criticized administration policies 
but reminded Congress it ought to be look- 
ing to the present and future rather than 
“looking backward in anger and with 
‘recrimination.” 

Senator Morse was, properly, ashamed 
of his eight fellow Republicans. He called 
the report “highly partisan and biased” 
and believes “that even as a bit of political 
strategy they are making a great mistake.” 

The people are not likely to be fooled. 
Certainly there have been mistakes in Far 
Eastern policy. Some of them have been 
serious, but they were not cynical ones, 
as the Republicans claim, but mistakes 


‘made in good faith and in sincere belief 


the best interests.of the country were 
being served. 

The eight Republicans now are using 
hindsight to seize upon all errors of judg- 
ment, both real and fancied, for political 
profit. That is a familiar tactic, but it is 
not likely to work this time, either.

And if the enthusiasm 
there is any criterion, the shift from row- 
crops to grass will come about sooner than 
most of us have anticipated. It cannot 
come too soon for the good of the state’s 
agricultural economy. ) 


Druid Hills Church Sets an Example 


In calling upon the DeKalb County 
Grand Jury for a bill for whatever services 


may have been rendered, the Druid Hills. 


Baptist Church has dramatized the issue 
of separation of church and state and is 
establishing a precedent which will be an 
excellent guide to other religious organi- 
zations. 


The pastor of the church, Dr. Louie D. 
Newton, protested a recent presentment of 
the grand jury which found no illegality or 
irregularity in the fact that the county had 
rendered free service, involving use of 
convicts, county employes and county ma- 
chinery, to 63 churches. 


Dr. Newton then was called before the 
grand jury and told that the assistance of 
the county agent in preparing for the 
church’s annual 4-H Club Sundays consti- 
tuted “a free service of DeKalb County to 
Druid Hills Baptist Church.” The church 
had assumed the help of the county agent 


was a voluntary contribution to 4-H boys 
and girls rather than in pursuit of his offi- 
cial duties, an assumption which was sup- 
ported by DeKalb Commissioner Scott 
Candler, since the assistahce was on Satur- 
day afternoons and Sundays. 

But Dr. Newton insisted that since the 
grand jury considered the help of the 
county agent a service, the church should 
be billed for the agent’s time, car expense 
and any other-charge. He: was supported 
by his congregation at a conference on 
Sunday. 

That is in keeping with the American 
concept of church and state and both Dr. 
Newton and his congregation are to be 
commended for their insistence it be pre- 


served. They have won the gratitude of 


all thoughtful persons. 

It is to be hoped the DeKalb County 
Grand Jury henceforth will be equally de- 
termined to uphold the fundamental law 


‘of the land.

GOP. Leaders 


Turn Pro-Truman 


WASHINGTON—It is interesting to note how 

various Republican sources are touting President 

‘ Truman as the logical choice of his party to 

succeed himself. As far as the Democratic nomination goes, there 
appears to be little anti-Truman sentiment among- Republicans. 

To quote one nationally known commentator with GOP lean- 
ings, the argument runs somewhat like this: “President Truman 
is the logical candidate to succeed himself for a third term. He 
has made the record. as alone can defend it from first-hand 
knowledge.” : 

Suggestions that the new constitutional amendment limiting 
future Presidents to two tesms might be a factor against him are 
passed over lightly. Mr. Truman, of course, is not bound by the 
amendment, though if he ran he wndoubtedly would be accused of 
violating the spirit of the amendment. 


The Favorite If it were left to the Republican convention 
to name the next Democratic candidate for 
President, Mr. Truman would probably be favored over all other 
members of his party who have been seriously mentioned; just 
as the President would probably select Sen. Robert A. Taft, of 
Ohio, if he were in position to name the GOP nominee. 


The reasons in both cases would be the same. The President 
in favoring Taft for the Republican nomination believes he would 
be the easiest man for the Democrats to defeat. It is reasonable 
to suppose, therefore, that the Republicans are guided by the 
same considerations in plugging Mr. Truman for a third-term 
nomination. They regard him as a weak candidate. 


The basis for this popular assumption on the part of many 
Republicans is the public sentiment polls. Dr. Gallup, the eminent 
pollster, for example, shows the President losing much ground 
since his surprise election in 1948. Republicans are not at all 
impressed with the fact that the same Dr. Gallup laid one-of the 
finest political eggs in contemporary history when he put forth a 
positive forecast of the President’s decisive defeat in the last 
quadrennial contest, 

The magnitude of his error is matched only by the feat of the 
now defunct Literary Digest, which published a similar poll in 
1936 showing Franklin D. Roosevelt losing to Gov. Alf ndon, 
the Republican nominee of that year. Roosevelt, it is recalled; 
carried all but two of the 48 states. 


: But Dr. Gallup appears to have more lives 
Many Lives than his former competitor in the poll busi- 
ness. He is still carrying on at the same old stand, whereas the 
Digest folded ignominiously after its forecast was shown to be 
haywire. 

The game the Republicans are playing is looked on by Demo- 
crats aS more amusing than significant. It is hardly expected 
to influence the President’s decision one way or another. Mr. 
Truman, old-line politician that he is, could not be unaware of the 
sinister aspects of the GOP ballyhoo in his behalf. 

Whatever he does will not be influenced by the present wishes 
of his opponents. Many observers believe he is playing a game 
of his own, with a definite program behind it. When that pro- 
gram is revealed, it may have some real surprises in it. 

In the meantime, thesconsensus of most informed party leaders 


still is that he will not be a candidate for re-election.

accused of a crime.” 

This is a disgraceful trick of language planted 
in an official report of the United States govern- 
ment which was immediately adopted as a great 
public document by the Communist Party. 

Here is a sly attempt to protect from mob 
violence persons accused of crimes but to deny 
the same protection to persons not accused of 
any crime, 


Many victims of lynching have been guilty 
of violent acts which arouse local anger. 
That they should not be lynched goes with- 
out saying and the Southern states which 
are the special objects of the typical hateful 
Communist propaganda put forth in this 
document have almost extinguished lynch- 
ing according to this definition. 


But the dramatic plight of the law-abiding 
American worker who is placed outside the pro- 
tection of the law by this vicious document is 
far worse than that of the victim who is not 
“accused of a crime.” It is no crime to go to 
one’s job through a picket line of thugs delib- 
erately arrayed along the approaches to premises 
which criminal unioneers have undertaken to 
blockade. But the individual who is put to death 
by the goons is beyond the intent of this evil 
proposal bearing the signatures of eminent clergy 
simply because he or she is not “accused of a 
crime.” 

The most violent union lynchings have been 
confined to the Northern, Eastern and Western 
states until recently. Nowadays, however, pro- 
fessional goons are invading the Southern states 
and there is no possible doubt that the Com- 
mittee on Civil Rights had this development in 
mind when it wrote into its report accounts of 
selected lynchings in Southern states but did not 
mention a single killing or beating of a law- 
abiding citizen by any union mob in other sec- 
tions. 

There is not a shred of evidence in the book 
comparable to this excerpt from a report by 
Congressman Clare Hoffman, of Michigan, to the 
House of Representatives describing typical 
events in a wild insurrection against the authority 
of lawful government in 1948: 

“One Granville North, a union attorney, 
seemed to be a prime moving force in the organi- 
zation of picket-line rowdyism” in Omaha. “When 
the packers were in a private meeting with the 
City Council to discuss means of improving law 
enforcement to prevent violence, Mr. North ar- 


rived with approximately 400 union members and 
walked into this private meeting. According to 
one witness, the group created a mob scene and 
said that this union was taking over and would’ 
run the show. 

“On another occasion, in the courtroom of 
Judge Chase, Mr. North made the following state- 
ment: ‘You have seen what they did to them in 
Minnesota yesterday; 200 of them went in there 
and took 30 scabs out of that Cudahy plant and 
beat hell out of them. They haven’t even found 
10 of them yet and that isn’t half of it. They 
busted up all the machinery. This is going to be 
the pattern from now on.’” 

Luther Youngdahl, the mock Republican gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, flinched and faltered in the 
presence of violence and, for his reward, recently 
has been appointed to the United States Court in 
Washington, D. C., by nomination of Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, a nominal Democrat but the principal ' 
promoter of the Marxian program of the pre- 
Communist wing of the Truman party. 

The woman who recently was killed by a mob 
which upset an automobile as she ‘tried to go to 
her job at a textile plant in Berryton, Ga., might 
have saved her life if she had blown the belly 
out of the nearest goon with a 12-gauge gun. 
There can be no doubt that a jury would have 
set her loose. 

The only notice taken of union lynching occurs 
in a glancing reference to “illegal police activity” 
against “union organizers,” many of whom have 
prison records. Such criminals are bracketed 
with “unpopular, weak or defenseless groups.”

Starting in 1923 and through 
1936, the Arkansas nonpareil 
had. won 18 games for the sev- 
enth-place Cards, then 20, then 
THIRTY, then 28, then 24!! And 
in 1937, onthe 4th of July, he 
was heading for his’ greatest 
year, having won 13 and lost 1— 
when Lady Luck found his 
Achilles heel in his toe. 


Nevertheless, so fabulous was 
he that when the Cards unload- 
ed him the next season, the Chi- 
cago Cubs bought him for $185,- 
000 cash plus four players.

“Neglect” isn’t a pretty word. 
So, when we accuse parents of 
neglecting their child, it sounds 


like quite a harsh accusation.

This is the case in connection 
with the statement made in a 
release by the Hearing Founda- 
tion. The statement was that 


‘more than half of the cases of 
deafness in children are caused 
by a parent’s neglect.”

LOUISVILLE—Farm and saw- 
mill labor is short here, and the 
mill operators and farmers are 
feeling the pinch of the shortage 
with a heavy cotton crop to be 
picked and the approaching har- 
vest of other crops. One sawmill 
man stated that the extra heavy 
demand for labor at the bomber 
plant in South Carolina and'much 
civilian employment at Camp 
Gordon and similar places were 
causing the labor shortage to be 
more acute than in some time.
